Margaret C. Gold tells this story: 
“Tired but strangely elated after work- 
ing in a pleasant roonr at Colorado 
Springs, Colo., Katherine Lee Bates 
gazed out her window. She watched 
the last rays of the setting sun on the 
snow-covered summit of Pike’s Peak. 

Somehow the lyric came easily to the 
New England teacher, who was a suc- 
cessful author. She wrote “America, 
The Beautiful.” 

Thats how Katherine Bates cli- 
maxed a summer of touring and teach- 
ing in 1893. 

The entire thought of “America, The 
Beautiful” is a prayer of gratitude 
for God’s gifts to America: Brother- 
hood, self control, liberty in law, and 
nobility of nature. 

Born at Falmouth, Mass., Miss Bates 
was educated at Wellesly College, 
where she remained as a professor of 
English literature. She had fine sensi- 
bilities and a nature that was deeply 
religious. 

Her hymn, ‘ranking with our great- 
est American patriotic songs, is sung 
to the music composed by Samuel A. 
Ward in 1882, for the hymn, O Mother 
Dear, Jerusalem.” Ward, a composer- 
conductor in Newark, N. J. was for 
years director of the Orpheus Club.” 

We had not heard or sung the 
beautiful lyric since school days and 
had almost entirely forgotten all the 
lines: . 

O beautiful for spacious skies, 
For amber waves of grain, 
For purple mountain majesties, 

Above the fruited plain! 
America! America! 

God shed his grace on thee,

Dhiring hèr stay in the heart of the 
jungles whence, comes some 90 per 
cent of the worfd’s natural rubber, the 
pretty English girl witnessed dramas 
that rival the tales” of America’s early 
frontiers and Indian warfare. Says she: 
The average English rubber grower in 
Malaya lives in a bungalow in a barbed- 
wire enclosure from which his family 
dare not stray. Every time he rides 
his jeep around his acreage he is in 
constant danger of death by ambush. 
To have even ù slim margin of safety 
he must take a different route every 
day. The telephone in his home rings 
every half hour as a safety measure. 
If there is no answer, other planters 
rush to the rescue, for they know the 
home must be under attack.” 

Despite these perils, however, Miss 
Connery points out, the planters still 
are getting out near record quantities 
of rubber. 

One wonders about the courage of 
planters’ wives and Miss Connery ex- 
plains that this bravery never ceases 
to amaze her. She says: These 
women come with their children from 
the calm graciousness of English count- 
ry homes to face constant danger of 
death, yet almost to a woman they re- 
fuse to let their husbands stick it out 
alone.” 

During her work: for Radio Malaya, 
the English girl’s headquarters were in 
Singapore, a stone’s throw from Malaya. t 
Here the residents are comparatively ' 
safe from attack, but once they drive 
across the narrow causeway, they take 
their lives in their own hands.

risk. Methyl bromide may be ob- 
tained from several. chemical manufac- 
turers. One manufacturer is distribut- 
ing it in small trial application kits. 
The cost of methyl bromide is about 
82 cents a pound at the present time. 

Best results from the treatment are 
obtained when the soil is warm (above 
505 degrees F.) and has been speded 
to a depth of 10 inches. The spaded 
area to be treated is covered with a 
gas-proof cover, such as Sisallsraft 
paper, Visqueen, or rubberized tarpau- 
lin. The cover must be elevated in 
the center. _This is accomplished by 
building a low wooden frame over which 
thé cover is placed. The paper is seal- 
ed around the edges by covering the 
edges with soil. The cover must be 
tight and any holes in it should be 
closed with gummed tape. One pound 
of methyl bromide per 100 sq. ft. of 
soil surface should be released under 
the cover into a conthiner. The area 
should remain covered for at least 48 
hours. The treated area may be planted 
safely about two to three days aftet 
the cover is removed. 

Approximately 100 percent control 
may be expected, but an occasional 
tuber may escape. Do not let these 
few escaped “nuts” reinfest the area, 
as they will quickly do if left alone. 
Remove them at once.
